A coroner’s inquest returned

verdict that death was caused pri­ 
marily from 
exposure.

arm and chest were burned,

About one year ago he suffered a 
stroke of paralysis, and became

The tale relates that the Zapotee 
armies, when hard pressed, often 
disappeared us if by magic 
and 
reappeared at the enemy’s rear, or 
wherever convenient to

him. 
Dr. Alfonso 
Caso, 
government 
archaeologist, discovered the “tun­ 
nel of the dead ’ early this week, 
his third such discovery7 in recent 
m onths.* 
He noted today that the mouths 
' of these tunnels are very difficult 
to find and the tunnels themselves 
art* very small near their entranc­ 
es, becoming larger deep under the 
mountainside. 
11 is tracings of the tunnels 
to 
date indicate they may all he con­ 
nected under Monte Alban, 
and 
the whole territory literally hon­ 
eycombed with these 
engineering 
works of the ancients. 
If so, the 
m ystery of 
their

use 
would he solved and it would

hailed as

greatest in America. 
The archaeologisti are unable to 
find an entrance to tunnel No. 10. 
The pla ter walls and outer floor 
woi k that characterise all

Mixtee tombs are proving difficult 
material, and work must need he 
slow to prevent destruction of rare 
art.

MISSOURI HISTORY 


(Floyd C. Shoemaker) 
In a one-story stone building on 
the northwest corner of Third and 
Market Streets at St. L<r_s 
on 
November 16, 1818, one 
hundred 
fourteen years ago this week, the 
first session 
of 
the 
St. I,ouis 
Academy was opened. 
From 
this 
humble beginning in a private res­ 
idence rose the future St. Louis 
University, the first university in 
the Louisiana Purchase and 
per­ 
haps the first established west of 
the Mississippi river. 
The St. Louis Academy was the 
direct result of 
efforts 
of 
the 
Right 
Rev. Louis 
William 
Du 
Bourg, Bishop of Louisiana! 
who 
resided in St. Ix»uis, to establish 
an institution of higher learning. 
Bishop Du Bourg had come to re- 
ide at St. Louis in January, 1818. 
He found 
there 
a Catholic ele­ 
mentary school, established as ear­ 
ly as 1774, still being operated by 
Jean Baptist Trudeau, iind several 
other 
private schools, but 
the 
Bishop desired to provide more ex­ 
tensive educational advantages. 
It was the Rev. Francois 
Niel, 
curate of the St. Jam is Cathedral 
and a French priest, whom Bishop 
Du Bourg placed in charge of the 
new Academy. 
Classes were held 
in the residence of Madame 
Al- 


varez, whose house had been 
se 
cured for that purpose. 
The 
a t­ 
tendance at the first session could 
not have been very large, but 
was satisfactory, for 
the Acad­ 
emy was again maintained for the 
school year which began in 1819. 
The success of the Academy in­ 
duced the Bishop to expand 
the 
institution into a college, and thus 
in the Fall of 1820 was opened St 
Louis College. 
The Rev. Niel con­ 
tinúen as 
president. 
A college 
building had been erected previous 
to the opening of the session, 
on 
Walnut Street, 
between 
Second 
and Third Streets, 
’(’he last ses­ 
sion of the College under its old 
management was held in 1826-27. 
Bishop Du Bourge had intended, 
a few years after the foundation 
of the College to turn it over 
to 
the Jesuit order. This plan, he be­ 
lieved, would provide a corps 
of 
trained professors for the institu­ 
tion. 
His efforts to have Jesuits 
sent to Missouri from 
Maryland 
wure finally successful 
when 
in 
1823, twelve members of the order 
under the leadership of the 
Rev. 
Charles Van Quicken borne, came 
to Missouri. 
These Jesuits, a group of Bel­ 
gian birth, settled at 
Florissant, 
northwest of St. Louis where they 


conducted a mission for 
Indians. 
Among these Jesuits were several 
who became prominent in 
Mis- 
1 souri history, including J. P. Ver- 
haegen, who became first presi­ 
dent of St. Louis University, and 
Peter Ik Smet, who became a pro­ 
fessor of the University and later 
a noted western missionary. 
Before the Jesuits took control 
of the St. Louis College, 
a 
few 
white students of 
St. Louis 
had 
been instructed at their academy 
at Florissant. 
In the fall of 1828, 
Father 
Van 
Quickneborne 
an­ 
nounced that he would take over 
the St. Louis College. The site for 
a new college building on 
Ninth 
1 and Christy (later Lucas) Avenue 
was transferred to the Jesuits by 
the Right 
Rev. 
Joseph 
Rostati, 
Bishop of St. Louis and successor 
of Bishop Du Bourg* 
Construction 
of a three-story brick building was 
begun there late in 1828 and 
on 
November 2, 1829, classes 
wTere 
resumed in St. Louis in 
the new 
quarters. 
Meanwhile sessions had 
been held at Florissant. 
The name, 
St. 
Louis College, 
was retained under the supervis- 
ion of the Jesuits. 
The institution 
j was successful from the first and 
j by 1830 its enrollment had reach­ 
ed 150. 
The faculty soon decided 
to apply to the Missouri General 
Assembly for a university charter. 
1 heir request was granted and by 
an 
act 
approved December 
28, 
1832, the institution became 
St. 
Louis 
University, 
under 
which 
name it still exists. 
St. Louis University 
was 
the 
first university in the 
Louisiana 
Purchase, and probably the 
first 
university founded west 
of 
the 
Mississippi river. 
Only 
a 
few 
years after the chartering of the 
St. Louis University, the Missouri 
General Assembly passed another 
pioneer act in the field of higher 
education. 
In 1839, the University 
of Missouri was chartered, becom­ 
ing the first State university 
in 
the Louisiana Purchase, and the 
first State University west of the 
Mississippi.

We are still strong for municip­ 
al ownership of public utilities, 
but there is one 
sin 
to 
which 
municipally 
owned 
plants 
and 
privately owned electric compan­ 
ies fall 
heir. 
Demand 
charges. 
This charges is made because 
a 
certain amount of equipment must 
be at hand, they say, in order that 
any particular amount 
of 
juice 
might be furnished at a moment’s 
notice. 
It is true, and there is no 
way on earth to refute the argu­ 
ment that any first class electric 
light plant, whether privately or 
municipally owned, should be able 
to fill its “orders” when, if and how 
needed. But we maintain that it is 
an imposition upon consumers to 
force them to pay for something 
not delivered, and then collect in 
full for 
sendees 
rendered. 
We 
might apply the same rule of de­ 
mand charge to our line of busi­ 
ness, the grocer, the baker, 
the 
the banker, the ready-to-wear mer­ 
chant—each has a perfect right 
to 
make 
a 
similar 
“demand” 
charge, except for one thing. 
He 
will be unable to collect because 
he does not have a monopoly 
on 
printing, groceries, bakery goods, 
and clothing as the case might be. 
Yet he maintains a supply of mer­ 
chandise upon his shelf sufficient 
to meet an anticipated demand. 
Imagine how silly it wmuld 
be 
for your printer to send you 
a 
statement at the end of a month 
charging you say $10 for letter­ 
heads and nevelopes NOT receiv­ 
ed. Yet, we have on hands a sup­ 
ply of blank stock, presses, type, 
compositor 
pressmen—everything 


necessary to turn out your imag­ 
inary order. 
A collector with 
a 
statement would he laughed out 
of the picture. 
We have little or no hope 
of 
having the demand charge reoind- 
ed or refunded either by the mun­ 
icipally owned plant or by 
the 
Missouri Utilities Company. Years 
ago electric light plants charged 
a “fiat rate” for so many 
Kilo­ 
watts, and 
a 
certain 
per KW 
charge for all over the 
flat rate. 
Later “efficiency” entered the elec­ 
tric utility game, and how! Enter, 
service charges, demand charges, 
cunr.i jtv >1 
load 
charges, charges 
for this and charges for that. And 
they have remained with us and 
more have been added. 
Emauel Schorle and Ben Welter 
have a [xnfect right to try 
and 
collect for bread NOT ordered, and 
not even baked or delivered. There 
is only one hitch. They can’t make 
you pay ofi\ 
Your grocer has 
a 
similar right to charge you with 
groceries you do not receive, pro­ 
vided we justify the electric 
de­ 
mand charge myth. 
Schorle and Welter botn main­ 
tain 
expensive 
ovens, 
mixers, 
wrappers, slicers; they pay 
as­ 
sistants, and they carry a reserve 
of flour and whatnot used in then- 
trade. TO SUPPLY AN 
ANTI­ 
CIPATED DEMAND. Yet they 
are unable to collect. 
The sooner our Board of Public 
Works realizes the fallacy of this 
charge the better. 
Merchants es­ 
pecially find the charge irksome. 
Hundreds of drops 
and 
outlets 
which are seldom in use AT THE 
SAME TIME, carry 
an interest 
charge out of all reason with com­ 
mon sense, because the “note” to 
the electric company falls due and 
becomes payable EACH 
MONTH, 
thereby compounding 
the charge 
many times over in the course of 
a year. 
We suggest our Board go into 
a brain huddle on this question and 
give us some light—without 
the 
usual demand charge for services 
not rendered.

The tale relates that the Zapotec 
armies, when hard pressed, often 
disappeared as if by magic 
and 
reappeared at the enemy’s rear, or 
wherever convenient to 
surprise 
him. 
Dr. Alfonso 
< aso, 
government 
archaeologist, discovered the “tu n ­ 
nel of the dead” early this week, 
his thiid such discovery in recent 
months. * 
lie noted today th a t the mouths 
of these tunnels are very difficult 
to find and the tunnels themselves 
stre very small near their entranc­ 
es, becoming larger deep under the 
mountainside. 
His tracings of the tunnels 
to 
date indicate they may all !>e con- 
m-eted under Monte Alban, 
and 
the whole territory literally hon­ 
eycombed with these 
engineering 
works of the ancients. 
If so, the 
mystery of 
their 
original 
use 
would he solved and it would 
be 
clear 
that 
they were 
used 
to 
transport Zapotec Loops in 
se­ 
cret, so they could 
appear where 
needed.

Hawes 
explained

By ta k ­ 
ing office in February, Clark will 
outrank the

MISSOURI HISTORY 


(Floyd C. Shoemaker) 
In a one-stery stone building on 
the northwest corner of Third and 
Market Streets at St. L o_s 
on 
November 16, 1818, one 
hundred 
fourteen years ago this week, the 
first 
session 
of 
the St. I»uis 
Academy was opened. 
From 
this 
humble beginning in a private res­ 
ilience rose the future St. L>uis 
University, the first university in 
the Louisiana Purchase and 
per­ 
haps the first established west of 
the Mississippi river. 
The St. Louis Academy was the 
direct result of 
efforts 
of 
the 
Right 
Rev. 
Louis 
William 
Du 
Bourg, Bishop of Louisiana, 
who 
resided in St. Ixrnis, to establish 
an institution of higher learning. 
Bishop Du Bourg had come to re­ 
side at St. Louis in lanuary, 1R18. 
He found 
there 
a Catholic ele­ 
mentary school, established as ea r­ 
ly as 1774, still being operated by 
Joan Baptist Trudeau, find several 
other private schools, 
but 
the 
Bishop desired to provide more ex­ 
tensive educational advantages. 
It was the Rev. Francois 
Niel, 
curate of the St. Louis Cathedral 
and a French priest, whom Bishop 
Du Bourg placed in charge of the 
new Academy. 
Classes were held 
in the residence of Madame

These Jesuits, a group of Bel­ 
gian birth, settled at 
Florissant, 
northwest of St. Louis where they 


conducted a mission for

haegen, who became first presi­ 
dent of St. Louis University, and 
Peter Ik Smet, who became a pro­ 
fessor of the University and later 
a noted western missionary.

Construction 
of a three-story brick building was 
begun there late in 1828 and

resumed in St. Louis in 
the new 
quarters. 
Meanwhile sessions had 
been held at Florissant. 
The name, 
St. 
Louis College, 
was retained under the supervis­ 
ion of the Jesuits. 
The institution 
was successful from the first and 
by 1830 its enrollment had reach­ 
ed 150. 
The faculty soon decided 
to apply to the Missouri General 
Assembly for a university charter. 
Their request was granted ami by 
an 
act 
approved l)eceml>er 
28, 
1832, the institution became 
St. 
l^ouis 
University, 
under 
which 
name it still exists. 
St. I^ouis University 
was 
the 
first university in the 
Ixiuisiana 
Purchase, and probably the 
first 
university founded west 
of 
the 
Mississippi river.

few 
years after the chartering of the 
St. Louis University, the Missouri 
General Assembly passed another 
pioneer act in the field of higher 
education. 
In 1839, the University 
of Missouri was chartered, becom­
